Query.—The government has launched 
an educational campaign to encourage 
building in order to put moi a men to 
work. 
Would not a similar movement to 
show how the old structures can be best 
and most economically repaired and made 
good as new also In Ip? 
Answer.—It Is learned that such a 
plan Is in effect and is linked directly 
with the Washington propaganda. 
Industry must be turned back from 
works of war to the ways of peace. 
Employment must be found, in the 
meanwhile, for those whose occupa­ 
tion has been Interrupted. There is no 
real surplus of labor in the United 
States. 
Rather there is a shortage, 
which would be acute if normal condl- 
ditions were already restored, and one 
step towards restoring them will come 
with resumption of repair work. 
Government restrictions, imposed by 
the necessities of the war program, 
have for many months past retarded 
or altogether prevented construction, 
improvement and repairs. 
These re­ 
strictions are now off, and there is 
scarcely a town, a city, a factory, a 
dwelling or a farm that does not reveal 
a crying need for prompt attention.

aerial forces, and son of Dr. George 
Woodward. 
Out erf the hottest of the fighting 
which, in the early spring of last year, 
block«m1 the German offensive in the 
angle of the line beyond M ontdidier, 
Corporal Pilot Woodward's plane rose, 
soared above the fighting front and 
disappeared 
fa r 
over 
the 
Germ an 
lines. It never came hack. T hat was 
April f, 1918. 
Days passed and no 
word came. 
And at last the men of 
the escadrille gave their young com­ 
rade up as lost. 
They were not sur­ 
prised that the enemy had not report­ 
ed his death. H e had scorned to w ear 
a name plate on his machine, so con­ 
fident was ho always of victory. 
His 
pap* rs might well have become the 
trophies of a German infantrym an be­ 
fore an officer cam e to take charge of 
the body. 
The 
word 
“missing” 
w ent 
back 
home. 
In the face of it his m other 
believed him living, a prisoner in Ger­ 
many. And when one of her son’s old 
friends, Franklin S. Edmunds of Phil­ 
adelphia, left for France to become 
head of the legal and soldiers’ leave 
departm ent of the Y. M. C. A. w ar 
work council in France, the m other 
intrusted to him the task of loam ing 
the truth about her son.

veying and sound ranging; three sur­ 
vey and printing battalions; two rail­ 
way transports!tion battalions; an elec­ 
trical and mechanical regim ent; sev­ 
eral separate companies to operate 
cranes; a camouflage service; five in­ 
land w aterw ay companies to operate

And Then There Were the Sappers. 
These special units, nil composed of 
men trained in civil life in tile United 
States for the work they did in France, 
were in addition to the fighting en­ 
gineers with each division, the sappers, 
who formed about eight per cent of 
all of the com batant troops in France. 
One section of the report is devoted 
to'tho development of American rail­ 
ways in France and to the production 
of railw ay equipment in the United 
States to meet the call from the front. 
There w ere shipped to France 1.303 
locomotives before the arm istice was 
signed, of which 908 were in service 
at 
th at 
time. 
In 
addition, 
18.313 
freight cars were shipped abroad, both 
engines and cars having been pro­ 
duced specially for service in Franco. 
These w ere employed upon the 937 
miles of standard guage track laid in 
France by the engineers with equip­ 
ment shipped from this country, and 
the rolling stock was in addition to 
great quantities of light railw ay equip­ 
ment for front line work th at was also 
sent abroad. 
•H ospital 
trains were obtained in 
England. 19 of them w ith a total of 
304 cars having been completed by 
December, 1918, with 
29 
additional 
trains under construction. 
They cost 
more than $18,000 per car, but it Is es­ 
timated th a t to have produced them in 
the U nited States and shipped them 
would have cost $40,000 per car. 
The report lays stress on the fact 
that great progress was m ade during 
the w ar in the development of road 
building, railw ay, and other engineer­ 
ing equipm ent which will he of value 
commercially in peac^ time. 
The mo­ 
to riz e m achine shops alone, it Is 
stated, 
are 
practically 
certain 
to 
bring about in this country the use of 
moving shops of this character In agri­ 
cultural communities as farm ing ma­ 
chinery increases, 
“The day has come,” th e report 
says, “w hen the traveling machine 
shop will be a fam iliar sight upon 
our rural highways.” 
Among the motorized shops created 
were 
th e 
photolithographic 
press 
trucks, which were able to produce 
maps from original sketches within 12 
hours, -as compared w ith four days 
required by sim ilar French and Brit­ 
ish units. 
A special chapter is devoted to lis­ 
tening instrum ents developed during 
the w ar to locate hidden guns. 
Im­ 
proving upon allied designs, the en­ 
gineer corps produced machines for 
this purpose which operated w ith “un­ 
canny accuracy,” one of them having 
spotted 117 German gun positions in 
a single day. Subsequently these were 
followed 
by 
instrum ents 
of 
even 
greater power, and at the close of the 
war there were 12 complete outfits, 
each covering a five-mile stretch of 
front, at work on the American lines. 
Similar development of instrum ents 
for locating hostile airplanes were 
carried out until It was possible to 
determ ine the location of a raider at 
night w ithin an angle of three de­ 
grees. 
T he American types produced 
were easily portable and quickly set 
up to ald the searchlights. 
A hint 
at the scientific developments which 


the fighting ended upon a mechanism 
which would enable them to control 
searchlights from a distance. 
Tho chapter devoted to the work of 
the engineer corps in France draw s a 
vivid picture of the duties of the com­ 
bat engineers who played their full 
part in the fighting from the begin­ 
ning to the end. 
It also tells in de­ 
tail of the building of the railw ays, the 
cutting down of French forests to con­ 
vert them into barracks for American 
troops; of the miles of highways built 
and constantly rebuilt as shellfire tore 
them to pieces; of cement mills taken 
over in France by American troops to 
provide trench m aterials; of the great 
map-priRtlng 
plant, 
where 
the 
en­ 
gineers finally were able to produce 
not only all maps needed for the 
American arm y but even supplied the 
French Seventh and Eighth army with 
hase maps for their fronts. 
In this 
huge plant at Langres in November 
over 1,900,000 lithographic prints were 
made and over a million sheets of type 
work done. 
There is told also the 
story 
of a 
camouflage 
factory 
at 
Dijon where m aterial to blind enemy 
airplanes’ eyes and to confuse the en­

Czechoslovakia. 


Lady Muriel Paget Tells of Urgent 
Food Needs of Millions of

People.

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SENIOR CAST TO PRESENT 
A MERRY COLLEGE FARCE 


”A Strenuous Life" Will Be Given 
at the Majestic Theater Thurs­ 
day Evening. 


Paris.—A woman has been entrusted 
with the big task of organizing and 
administering relief work in one of 
Europe's new* states—Czechoslovakia. 
Lady Muriel Puget, an Englishwo­ 
man whose devotion to the C zechoslo­ 
vak cause is well known, arrived here 
from Prague after, a month’s tour 
of the new republic, and outlined 
to the Associated Press correspondent 
hor scheme for the relief of that coun­ 
try. Her plan, which has the approval 
of the C zechoslovak authorities, is to 
enlist a body of able and willing social 
workers to train the women of Czecho­ 
slovakia in social welfare work. 
Her 
ambition is to Interest patriotic Czech 
women in America in the welfare of 
their native land. 
“There are, roughly, 5,000.000 people 
in C zechoslovakia today who have just 
enough to keep body and soul togeth­ 
er,” Lady Muriel said. “Against these 
who may be described as the rural 
population, there are 7.000,000 who are 
below the line of bare existence. They 
are, broadly speaking, the industrial 
and mining population. 
“Food, most «*f it from Aunfiea, is 
now coming into the country through 
Trieste at the rate of about a hun­ 
dred carloads a day; yet 400,000 people 
in eastern Slovakia are starving, and 
even In the better-situated parts the 
flour ration Is only three pounds a 
head per month.” 
Lady Muriel explained how* this sit­ 
uation is utilized by the Magyars in 
Timttmry to sow- discontent anions the 
Slovaks. 
“Practically 
all 
the 
intelligent 
classes have left Slovakia,” Lady Mu­ 
riel continued, “and it Is during the 
present crisis and until their own peo­ 
ple can be trained to do constructive 
and 
administrative 
work 
that 
the 
C zechoslovak 
government 
yid 
the 
people have asked me to organize tem­ 
porary assistance and provide advice.” 
Lady Muriel will establish her re­ 
lief headquarters at Pressburg, from 
which center the sixteen necessitous 
Slovakian districts w ill be fed, clothed 
and medically assisted.

A m achine th a t enables you to expe­ 
rience all the physical sensations of 
flying and to test your fitness for avia­ 
tion w ithout once losing your hold 
upon the earth has ju st been adopted 
by the w a r departm ent fo r use in 
training its pilots, w rites Frederic J. 
H askin in Chicago D aily News. 
It 
Is probable th a t this device, known 
as the Ruggles orlentator, will be a 
feature of all flying schools and will 
enable civilians as well as sobbers to 
determ ine w ithout risking their lives 
w hether they are fit for flying. 
The Ruggles machine does for the 
beginning aviator about w hat a w alk­ 
ing chair does for an in fa n t learning 
to toddle— it enables him to go through 
the motions w ithout risking a tumble. 
One of these orientators was <*li- 
cially dem onstrated In W ashington, D. 
, the other day. 
The m achine con­ 
sists of two sets of steel rings, the 
largest one of which Is 12 feet in 
diameter. 
One ring revolves in the 
perpendicular plane. 
T he rings are 
driven by small m otors so th a t they 
revolve w ithin each other. 
T he “boat" 
in which the pupil sits Is suspended 
from th e inner ring and its move­ 
ments may be controlled by either set 
of rings. 
'The motors which control 
the boat may be operated from with­ 
in by the pupil or from the outside 
by the instructor. 
“ Dips, Glides and Volplanes.” 
The prospective pilot scats himself 
in the boat while the instructor sits. 
with his hand on the control, along­ 
side the machine. 
The Instructor can 
put his pupil through all the motions 
of a m achine in the air by operating 
the controls, which are connec ted to 
the m achine by means of w ire bat- 


"froze the controls,” as they say In th e 
arm y —that is, lost his head and failed 
to m anipulate the controls as his in­ 
stru cto r told him, th u s sacrificing th e 
lives of both of them. 
W hen a p ro s­ 
pective flyer has gone through all 
th e motions of controlling a few hu n ­ 
dred times in the ground m achine any 
tendency he m ay have to freeze th e 
controls is pretty su re to have been 
eliminated. 
T he old method of tenting the a d a p t­ 
ability 
of

to

by 
whirling him in a revolving chair te n 
o r more times is entirely obviated by 
this scientific m ethod of finding ou t 
w hether or not a m an is fitted to be­ 
come a pilot. 
Owing to the u rg e n t demand for p i­ 
lots during the w a r it was then al­ 
m ost impossible to give much a tte n ­ 
tion to the im provem ent of the m ethod 
of training aviators. 
But now th a t 
peace has come th e aeronautic divi­ 
sion of the w ar departm ent is concen­ 
tra tin g on the development of b e tte r 
m ethods In this all Im portant m ili­ 
ta ry branch. T he adoption of the R u g­ 
gles machine is the first step in th a t 
direction. 
“The training of the aviator Is in Its- 
infancy,” declared Ma). F. J. M artel, 
one of the enthusiastic supporters of 
th e new method and a former flyer 
in the British royal air force. 
“ W e 
have not been train in g enough pilots 
to evolve a scientifically correct w ay 
of putting a man in the air and know ­ 
ing th a t he will conduct himself as 
he should under all emergencies. W h at 
pilots we have tra in e d —more 
th an 
8,000— were trained during an u rg ent 
dem and and our perspective of tra in ­ 
ing was kept out of focus. 
T here hus 
been practically no concentration on 
the problem and w h a t practical sy s­ 
tem s were evolved w ere the work of 
instructors on the field, whose one 
concern was the tu rn in g out of pilots 
in numbers. 
Can't Turn 'Em Loose in Air. 
“ Now that tile dem and for the pilots 
has been reduced to the minimum, It 
is tim e to survey the subject of tra in ­ 
ing with the Idea of launching a sys­ 
tem by which an aviator may he tra in ­ 
ed, 
not 
only 
safely 
from 
a 
p rac­ 
tical standpoint, bu t scientifically a s 
well. 
Tho time has passed when w e 
can allow a cadet to take a few ho u rs’ 
ground instructions, a few hours’ dual 
instruction, and then turn him loose 
in the air. 
“T he pupil under the old system a t 
no tim e during his ground school in ­ 
struction actually used airplane con­ 
trols, nor did he experience the effect 
flying had on his n atu ral upright po­ 
sition. 
Experience Is not transferable. 
A pupil could he told a thousand times 
how to handle the controls in a plane, 
nnd yet be completely confused th e 
m inute he was seated in one and a c t­ 
ually controlling.

If the neophyte h as anything 
the m a tte r w ith his heart, nerves or 
stomach which will disqualify him for 
flying the orlentator will bring the fnct 
out at once. 
This new m echanical device is to be 
Introduced Into the course of training 
a t the various flying fields nnd will 
completely revolutionize th e w artim e 
system of training aviators. T he R ug­ 
gles m achine fills the gap betw een the 
ground school and actual flying, thus 
giving the cadet the “feel of the ship 
on the ground before going info the 
air. 
Army officers say th a t th e num ­ 
ber of casualties among cadets in train­ 
ing is certain to be greatly reduced by 
the use of the machine, as will the sub­ 
sequent destruction of equipment. 
The orientator will not teach a man 
actually to fly, but it will undoubtedly 
be of great assistance to the embryo 
flyer by developing his senses for fly­ 
ing. 
It will also make the task of his 
instructor easier and less dangerous. 


“ Freezing” of the Controls. 
Records show th a t some of the best 
pilots in the air service have beer 
killed while instructing. 
In mo^t cases 
tilt' -crashes were not due to defects 
n the planes. 
The most plausible 
.‘•.eery in most eases is that the cade 


from the ground school nnd suddenly 
placed in an airplane and asked to 
fly. 
H e is asked to apply himself in 
a m ost attentive m an n er at a tim© 
when his mind nnd senses are p racti­ 
cally paralyzed with apprehension and 
the m ental effort to ad ju st himself to 
an absolutely foreign environment.
